Rhee’s War 


HE South Korean Presi- 

dent, Mr Syngman Rhee, 
has long advocated a “march 
north” to reunite his coun- 
try. In fact, his plea han 
been made in one form or 
another practically every 
month since the coane-fire 
was announced o year ago. 
He waa cortainly never in 
favour of any measures 
which would leave = his 
country divided and he made 
his position clear right from 
the beginning. One must 
of courao sympathise with 
the old patriot in hia 
struggle to free the north 
from the Communist ovet- 
lords, but his Inteat proposal 
to attack the Chineso malin- 
jland is hardly likely to 
attract much enthusiasm 
from tho Western democra- 
eles who are all out to 
maintain peace in the world. 
What Mr Rhee proposes now 
{a a “preventative war” to 
avoid a full-scale World 
War Lil some time in the 
future. He informed the 
United States Congress 
that the Communlat strategy 
was to lull the Americans 
{nto a “sleep of death by 
talking peace until the 
Sovict Union  possessea 
enough hydrogen bombs ant 
{ntercontinental bombers to 
pulverise the airfields and 
productive centres of the 
United States by a snealc 
attack.” The Americans arc 
well aware that a second 
Penrl Harbour could be tho 
death blow to their country

Tablets of the synthetic vita- 
min nincinamide make aged 
joints more flexible, substan- 
tially Increase the strength of 
Weakening muscles, and improve 
the sense of balance, accordingt 
to hiv findings. 

“Many old people who had 
suffered from an unpleasant 
fecling of swaying recovered 
their ability to balance them- 
selves normally during the first 
three months of treatment, and 


this benefit continued as long 
us they tuok the vitamin,” Dr 
Kaufman sald.

examinations proved that they

Choline 


IGHLY beneficial results 
from hormone treatment 
were reported oo by Dr Robert 
Perlman, of San Francisco, who 
has developed new ways of 
measuring the physical weakness 
brought on by aging. 


Exciting announcements were 
niso made by doctors and 
scientis s who are concentrating 
on the discovery of new 
methods of keeping the body 
young. 

Professor Stanley Hartroft, of 
Toronto, claima2? wnat there ts 
now sound evidence that the 
nddition of a substance called 
choline (pronounced coaleen) '0 
the dict can reduce ‘he chances 


of heart attacks. (Eggs are the 
richest natural source of 
choline.) 


When animals were fed fatty 
diets deficlent in this substance 
“hey rapidly developed the type 
of artery defect which brings on 
coronary thrombosis. Adding 
choline to the dict prevented 
these defects. 

The possibility of protecting 
old people by — giving them 
rouUne doses of germ-killing 
drugs wos ralsed by Dr D. H. 
Sprunt, of Memphis, U.S. 

He has given tablets of the 
drug ourcomycin to 200 old 
people suffering from heart and 
chest ailments. Another 200 
were given {dentical looking 
tablets which did not contain 
the drug. 

"In almost every respect, 
patients given the drug are now 
In better condition than the 
ythers," Dr Sprunt sald.
